Harriman’s report that Marshal 
Stalin isn’t ill, as had been wide­ 
ly rumored, but is in good health, 
Is big news. 
As a supreme and unq uestioned 
head of the Soviet Union, Stalin 
wields such vast individual pow­ 
er that fate most certainly would 
be mak ing a rash gamble if she 
removed him from control at this 
moment of world crisis. 
One doesn't have to believe in 
Communism 
or even 
to agree 
with all of Moscow's actions, in 
order to recognize this fact. Rus­ 
sia has other able statesmen, but 
Stalin’s 
leadership 
has 
b e e n 
uniq ue. His word is accepted by 
his followers as final, and so it 
has come about that in interna­ 
tional affairs his 
voice 
is the 
voice of the entire Soviet Union. 
The signs long have been that 
no important decision 
is tak en 
without Stalin's approval. I may 
have 
mentioned 
in a previous 
column that recently I heard an 
internationally 
k nown 
military 
personage 
state 
that the Mar­ 
shal, 
not only 
in name but in 
fact, was the generalissimo of the 
Red armies. The broad strategy 
for the whole Soviet 
effort 
is 
said to have been his, and it was 
the 
opinion of the general 
in 
q uestion (who wasn’t a Russian) 
that 
Stalin is one of the great 
atrategists of his time. 
What has been 
true 
of war 
has been true 
of other 
things. 
The political strategy is credited 
to him. And going back 
a score 
of y ears to the time when he took 
over the leadership after Lenin’s 
death, we find him charting the 
great Soviet industrial program, 
after ousting 
the fiery Trotsk y 
who wanted to 
throw all Rus­ 
sia's energy into mak ing 
world 
revolution. 
Well, now, y ou couldn’t remove 
a captaincy lik e Stalin's without 
at least temporarily causing con­ 
fusion in Russia and conseq uently 
over globe at large. This might 
not be so bad in normal times, 
but it could easily produce grave 
results in the midst of the crit­ 
ical situation 
which now exists 
throughout Europe and Asia, and 
will continue for many months. 
So it’s a relief to learn 
from 
Ambassador 
Harriman that the 
Marshal not only is well, but ap­ 
pears greatly refreshed 
by his 
vacation in the Black Sea region.

ONE of the moat 
ommon dis­ 
turbances of womer is the devel­ 
opment of fibroid tumors of the 
womb. These tumors are made up 
of muscle ti« « ue and fibrous or 
connective tissue. The exact cause 
of these tumors is not definitely 
known. They may occur in persons 
who are as young 
as twe nty , or 
in those past seventy. 
The average ago in a group of 
womi'n studied by Doctor J ohn D. 
Peake of Mobile wag forty-two 
yeurs, and the average number of 
children born to these women was 
thr» 'e It would appear that the 
disorder is more likely to occur in 
women who have had no children.

The most constant symptom of 
these tumors is irregular bleeding. 
The symptoms may begin with 
an 
increase in the length of the nor­ 
mal menstrual period, and finally 
the periods may last for from ten 
days to two weeks. The regularity 
of the periods may be lost. The 
bleeding may be relieved by rest 
in bed and made wrnrse by physical 
exertion. 
Often anemia, or lessening of 
the coloring in the blood, develops. 
If the tumor becomes large enough, 
of course, it may press on sur­ 
rounding organs umi produce dif­ 


ficulties. Pain is rarely present In 
w’omen with this difficulty. 
As a rule, it is not difficult to 
make a diagnosis of a fibroid tu­ 
mor of the womb 
or uterus. A 
careful examination by 
the doc­ 
tor usually will indicate whether 
or not such a tumor is 
present. 
There are two satisfactory ways 
of treating fibroids. One method 
is by surgery and the other by the 
use of the X-ray. In younger pa­ 
tients, X-ray treatments as a rule 
are not satisfactory, since such 
treatments may lead to inability 
to have children. 
In some instances there may bs 
disorders present which make sur­ 
gery impossible, such as thyrdid 
disease or heart disease. In these 
instances the X-ray treatment 
may be utilized. 
Patients Studied 
Of 300 patients studied, 290 
were treated with X-ray or ra­ 
dium. In some instances both me­ 
thods were employed. In only two 
cases the bleeding failed to be re­ 
lieved by this treatment. 
In three instances 
pain con­ 
tinued after the bleeding stopped. 
In two patients in whom the X- 
ray treatments did not control the 
condition, surgery was carried out. 
Once a 
diagnosis of fibroid 
tumor has been made, the doctor 
will decide which method of treat­ 
ment will be the most successful.

VERSAILLES, Mo., Oct. 29—i/Pi 
—Down here on the edge of Mis­ 
souri’s Ozarks is a home grown 
airport and the beginnings of a 
young 
army 
flier’s 
peacetime 
dream. 
He’s 
making 
his dream come 
true. 
On a 76-acre pasture he leased 
from 
his 
parents, 
25-year-old 
Charles ‘‘Chuck’’ Harris is oper­ 
ating a landing f.eld for airmmrieri 
tourists and sportsmen. 
Since he opened the field for 
use la« t July 1, Chuck says, near­ 
ly 250 planes have 
dropped 
in. 
And he proudly 
declares 
he is 
"really getting things ready now 
to take care of them." 
The 
field ha< a natural four­ 
way drain that keeps the runways 
usable even in heavy 
weather. 
The longest of the sodded landing 
strips is 2,500 feet, parallel to the 
prevailing southeast winds. The 
other two 
strips 
are 2,100 feet 
long. All are 300 feet wide and 
are marked according to CAA re­ 
quirements. 
Harris has installed fueling and 
oiling equipment, has one hangar 
completed and will have two more 
finished this fall. 
So far he hasn’t set any charges 
for use of the field and its park ­ 
ing areas. He says he’s been wait­ 
ing until he could get the proper­ 
ty damage, public 
liability 
and 
airport insurance he now carries. 
About all he's made out of the 
field up to now is what 
he re­ 
ceives for servicing visiting a ir­ 
craft. 
That and a lot of future busi­ 
ness for he believes he has made 
a inend and a future customer of 
every flier who lands there. 
A couple of Ozarks hills away is 
the much-publicized Eldon, Mo., 
Airpark—the 
$ 25,000 
National 
Aeronautical guinea pig—where a

landing field for small 
communities is being studied by 
CAA 
and state aeronautical ex­ 
perts. 
Harris believes his slowly de­ 
veloping 
individual 
project can 
offer the same facilities and com­

Harris 
got his financial start 
from 
his wife. Dorothy, an en­ 
thusiastic 
partner 
and 
flying 
student. She worked as a regis­ 
tered nurse and hospital techni­ 
cian and saved a lot of her earn­ 
ings while her husband was in the 
army air forces. 
The local aero club, four Ver­ 
sailles 
businessmen 
who bought 
their own plane, has given Chuck 
some financial backing 
and the 
money he saved during his four 
years in the army also helped. 
Harris 
is 
expanding 
on 
a 
strictly rash basis. He buys noth­ 
ing he can’t pay for on delivery. 
Chuck 
started flying when he 
was 10 years 
old—w ithout 
the 
knowledge of his parents. An old­ 
er friend brought and wired to­ 
gether an old army "Jenny,” and 
the Ozarks farm lad talked 
his 
way into learning to fly the de­ 
crepit crate
